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Memphis and Little Rock Railroad. 

The Little Rock Gazette says that the comple- 
tion of the unfinished portion of the Memphis 
and Little Rock Railroad within the time specified 
in the contracts—January 1st, 1869—is probable, 

There are two contracts in process of comple- 
tion at the present time: one, with Mr, Edward 
Denmead, entered into in July last, for the com- 
pletion and thorough repair of the first and third 
divisions, comprising the sections between Mem- 
phis and Madison on the east, and Little Rock 
and Devalls Bluff on the west; the other, with 
Willis Gaylord, Esq., of New York, for building 
the middle division, or that portion lying between 
Madison and Devalls Bluff, and for its complete 
equipment, By the terms of the first, Mr. Den- 
mead undertook te complete the work by the 
lst of January last, at an estimated cost, origi- 
nally, for the eastern division of $71,280, and for 
the western, $34,550, to be paid for mainly out 
of the net earnings of the road, Sickness and 
high water delayed the work somewhat, but it is 
now about finished, 

The contract with Mr, Gaylord is of a more im- 
portant character, By its terms the company are 


to give $2,200,000 of its capital stock, to be 
issued monthly as the work progresses, and 
furthermore, to loan to Mr, Gaylord the present 
and prospective assets of the road, comprising 
the first mortgage bonds, and the bonds author- 
ized by our legislature at its last session, the pay- 
ment of this loan to be secured on the stock is- 
sued to the contractor. The cost of the work is 
estimated at $1,450,424, taking the present cash 
prices of material and laber. 

The progress made thus far in pushing forward 
the work under these contracts is as satisfactory 
as could be expected. Under Mr. Denmead’s 
contract the western division has been put in 
thorough repair by the construction of new 
bridges throughout, and the supplying of new ties, 
and iron where it was necessary. The eastern di- 
vision is also in running order, and trains are daily 
passing over it. 

The construction of the middle division was 
advanced considerably by the work done under 
the Forrest and McCreanor contract, which ter- 
minated about the time the Gaylord contract was 
entered into. It now stands thus: Stone for 
White river bridge, cut and ready to be laid; 
twelve miles of grading beyond Madison and 
ready for the track ; twenty miles of ties prepared, 
and one thousand tons of iron purchased and en 
the way to its destination. Also, nearly the entire 
route cut out. The deep cut through Crowley’s 
ridge is nearly completed and the only serious 
impediment that remains to delay a rapid progress 
is a bridge over Cache river of 360 feet ard tres-| 
ule work for a distance of about 1,200 feet.

$28,162 20; total expenses, $16,827 26, and the 
net income, $11,324 95. In 1866 the total income 
per mile of road was $27,749 70; the expenses, 
$20,645 39, and the net income, $7,134 31. The 
report says : 

The Grand Junction Wharf property in East 
Boston was conveyed to this Corporation by order 
of the Court, upon our bid of $521,500, by deed 
bearing date March 6, 1867. Since that date the 
storage room has been increased by 300,000 cubic 
feet; some of the docks dredged, and a sea wall 
rebuilt, at total cost to $53,182 71. 

Five thousand shares of new steck were issued 
to the old stockholders July 1st, at its par value, 
one hundred dollars per share. 

At your last meeting the directors were author- 
ized to increase the construction account. A 
thorough revision of that accourt siuce 1850, 
would require additions which they have not 
deemed it advisable to make at present—and they 
have modified it only by adding the items which 
appear in the report to the Legislature, all incur- 
red during the past year. The addition of these 
items makes the construction account equal to 
the present capital stock, viz. : $5,000,000. 

The road, road bed, bridges and rolling stock 
are in excellent condition. 

We have put down 300 tons steel rails; 890 
tons new iron; also 420 tons repaired rails; and 
have on hand 27 tons steel; 129 tons new iron, 
and 885 tons second-hand rails for future use, 

We have used 47,248 chestnut sleepers, and 
have on hand 81,529. 

We have used 5,977 cords of wood, and 11,906 
tons of coal; and have on hand 4,303 cords of 
wood, and 5,983 tons of coal. 

The charter of the Boston and Worcester Rail- 
road corporation was approved on the 23d of 
June, 1831. Among the persons named in the 
act, are George Bond, Henry Williams, Eliphalet 
Williams, George Morey and Nathaniel Hammond, 
who were subsequently directors, 

The corporation was organized on the 25th day 
of July, 1831, and Nathan Hale, David Henshaw, 
George Bond, Thomas Motley, Daniel Denny, 
Joshua Clapp, and Henry Williams, were chosen 
as its first board of directors. Nathan Hale was 
chosen President, and George Morey Clerk and 
Treasurer ; John M, Fessenden, Esq. was appoint- 
ed Engineer. The construction of the road was 
commenced in July 1832. It was opened for 
travel to Newton on the 16th day of April, 1834; 
to Needham, on the 3d day of July; to Hopkinton 
(now Ashland), on the 20th day of September ; 
to Westboro’, on the 15th day of November, 1834 ; 
and to Worcester, on the 8d of July, 1835, 


A railroad from Boston to Albany was contem- 
plated at anearly period, Under the administration 
of Gov. Lincoln, in 1826, a committee of the 
Legislature, one of whom is still a member of this 
board, investigated the subject and reported in 
favor “not only of the practicability, but of 
the expediency of building a railway from Boston 
to the Hudson.” An able board of commission- 
ers examined the various routes, and gave a pre- 
ference to that upon which, with variations, the 
Worcester and Western Roads were subsequently 
constructed. 

The Commonwealth, however, did not pursue 
the enterprise, and the charter of this corporation 
was granted, as before stated, to private indivi- 
duals. But it was the purpose and desire of 
those who engaged in this enterprise that the 
road should be extended to the State of New York. 
In the first annual report, the directors remark :— 
“Tt is, however, hardly reasonable to suppose 
that after the proofs which will be given of the 
advantages of the railroad, both to the pub/ic and 
to the stockholders, it will fail to be continued in 
a very few years to the Connecticut River, and 
thence to Albany, in pursuance of the projects 
which have been long before the public.” And 
in their next report we find the statement that a 
“ petition was presented to the Legislature of 
this Commonwealth, at their last session, praying 
for the incorporation ef a company with the 





necessary powers for extending the railroad from 
Worcester to the western boundary of the State 
towards Albany.” 

The charter of the Western Railroad Corporation 
was granted March 15th, 1833, to the individuals 
who then composed the board of directors of the 
Boston and Worcester Railroad Corporation. 
That Corporation was organized January 4th, 
1836, The road was opened frem Worcester to 
Springfield October 1st, 1839, and to Albany De- 
cember 21st, 1841. Since that time various 
efforts have been made to effect a consolidation 
of the two roads, until under the act of 1867, a 
copy of which is appended, this corporation, on 
the 19th day of June last, passed the following 
vote : 

Voted, That the stockholders of this corporation 
agree to unite and consolidate the same with the 
Western Railroad Corporation, in accordance with 
the act passed by the General Court of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, entitled, “ An act to 
authorize the extension of the Western Railroad 
to the City of Boston, and for other purposes,” 
approved May 24, 1867. 

Voted, That the directors be authorized and re- 
quested to endeavor to ascertain upon what terms 
such consolidation can be effected, and either to 
report the same, if ascertained, to the stockholders 
of this corporation at a special meeting to be call- 
ed for that purpose, or, if said directors shall 
deem it expedient, to petition the Supreme Judi- 
cial Court for the appointment of commissioners, 
when and as provided by said act, and to take 
such measures as they shall deem expedient to 
protect the interest of said stockholders and cor- 
poration in reference to such consolidation, 

On the 4th day of September following, the 
Western Railroad Corporation concurred in this 
action by a similar vete, and afler various meet- 
ings of the boards and committees it was agreed 
that the stock in the two corporations should be 
equalized by the payment of ten dollars on each 
share in this corporation to its stockholders, 

These terms were approved and ratified at your 
meeting on the 16th day of December current, 

Thus has been finally effected a consolidation 
of the two roads forming the line from Boston to 
Albany, and the purpose of the first board of di- 
rectors of this corporation has been carried out. 

The separate existence of the Boston and Wor- 
cester Railroad Corporation has thus terminated, 
The report ends the record of thirty-six years, 
and the Boston and Albany Railroad Company 
has taken the place of the Boston and Worcester, 
and Western Railroad Corporations. 

Some, whose names were placed upon your sub- 
scription list when it was first presented, amid 
doubts and fears and urgent appeals to a capital 
city of about sixty thousand inhabitants, and a 
Commonwealth counting some ten times that 
number, that lived to see the former more than 
trebled, and the latter doubled in population. 
They have lived to see the United States bound 
together by the creation of a network of thirty- 
eight thousand eight hundred and fifty-onemiles of 
completed railroads, representing one thousand 
six hundred and fifty-five million, four bundred 
and eighty-three thousand, eight hundred and 
twenty dollars (1,655,483,820.) However barren 
the record, year by year presented to the chang- 
ing body which has constituted this artificial per- 
son, may seem to be of anything calculated to 
awaken emotion, it is impossible for those to 
whom it represents so long a period of life and 
labor, to close it without feeling. 

The success of the undertaking has demonstrat- 
ed the sagacity of those who conceived and com- 
menced it. Of those who have recently managed 
and developed it, it is not for us to speak. 

For an unbroken period of thirty-three years, 
with unvarying regularity, the stock has yielded 
its annual product. A large debt has been paid 
from its earnings. The property has vastly in- 
creased in value, and passes into the hands of its 
new holders without incumbrance and in an ad- 
mirable condition. 

These results may be stated in a few words, 


‘but it is not easy to describe the toils, labors and 
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anxieties which they suggest, and. the accumu- 
lated mental and physical exertions by which 
they have been accomplished. Massachusetts 
may well be proud of its railway operatives—men 
upon whose watchfulness and fidelity the lives of 
millions daily depend—whose duty is discharged 
without the stimulus of praise, and often under 
unjust and indiscrimate censure. Among those 
whose task, less physically laborious, it has been 
to watch and direct these labors, we may recall 
with honor the names of some of the dead :—and 
even this brief sketch ef the origin and history of 
the corporation may not be without interest. 

The list of the officers of the corporation ap- 
pended to this report, furnishes ample evidence 
of the care with which your predecessors selected 
their representatives, as well as of the public in- 
terest and importance attached to the road. 

Nathan Hale was intimately associated with 
other public enterprises, and for a long period of 
years enjoyed in the highest degree the respect 
and confidence of the community, justly yielded 
to his wisdom, integrity and public spirit. 

Thomas Hopkinson, after acquiring a high re- 
putation at the bar, left the bench to give the last 
years of the prime of his life to the management 
of your interests—during which he retained and 
increased the confidence and respect of the com- 
munity already given him. 

George Morey, although less known as the in- 
cumbent of official station, was a man of marked 
ability, and exercised a great influence in the 
management of public affairs, as well as of those 
of this corporation. Among their associates on 
the board of directors, the names of David Hen- 
shaw, George Bond, William Jackson, William 
Sturgis, Addison Gilmore, Israel Lombard and 
others, cannot but be familiar to those who best 
know the history of our cily and State, and the 
public and private enterprises which have pro- 
moted the prosperity of both. 

Two persons have been connected with the cor- 
poration for an unusual period. Daniel Denny 
was a member of the first board of directors, and 
has given to the corporation for more than thirty- 
six successive years the benefit of his sound judg- 
ment and his accumulated experience. 

Horace Williams closes with the current year a 
long, faithful and honorable service, commenced 
in March, 18338, as a clerk of the corporation, of 
which he became the Treasurer in 1837—an in- 
stance not often paralleled, 

But we should go too far were we to mention 
all those who have deserved an acknowledgment 
of their capacity, fidelity and useful services, 

Nor do we feel at liberty to delay you longer 
with these reminiscences, but with our congratu- 
lations on the gratifying success of the undertak- 
ing and on the prosperous condition in which it 
passes ito other hands, we close an official connec- 
tion which leaves with all of us agreeable memo- 
rles—for some associated with the recollections of 
many years—and present to you the last annual 
report of the Directors of the Boston and Worces- 
ter Railroad Corporation. 

Not one ef the 2,887,244 passengers transport- 
ed during the year, has been injured in the cars. 

We repeat our comment made in the last annual 
report, thus confirmed by this continual evidence 
of its justice, that “this is the best testimonial 
that could be given of the care and fidelity with 
which the employes concerned in the management 
of the trains have performed their duty.” 

The company have 40 locomotives, 62 elght 
wheel and 1 four wheel passenger cars, also 2-5ths 
of 6 on steamboattrain, and 44-234ths of 32 on land 
Toute; 11 eight wheel baggage cars, and 2-5ths 
of 2 on steamboat train, and 44-234ths of 15 on 
land route train; 408 eight wheel and 4 four 
wheel freight cars, also 44-234ths of 13 on land 
Toute train; 25 four wheel gravel cars.

English Railway Law. 

An important question with reference to the 
practice of stock brokers has been decided 
in England by Vice-Chancellor Malins, in the 
case of “ Langton vs. Waite & Uo.” The plaintiff 
borrowed £6,000 for three months, and deposited 
£22,000 stock in the Grand Trunk Railway of 
Canada, which, as a collateral security, was trans- 
ferred to Mr, Waite. On repayment of the loan 
the same stock was not restored, but other stock 
of the value of £22,000; and, plaintiff finding 
defendants had sold the deposited shares at a high 
price, and bought again at a much lower when 
they had to re-transfer, making a profit of £3,000 
by the transaction, brought an action to recover 
that sum, his contention being that the profit be- 
longed to him, The Vice-Chanceller, in giving 
judgment, said that in the absence of an express 
contract to the contrary, a pawnee could not sell 
the pawned property until the debt became pay- 
able, and if he did so, the owner was entitled to 
any profit which the pawnee made by the sale. 
The Court, therefore, decided in plaintiff’s favor, 
giving the costs of the suit also against defend- 
ants, 








New Free Railroad Law of Pennsylvania. 
An act to authorize the formation of Railroad 
Corporations, 

Szction 1. Be it enacted, That any number of 
citizens of Pennsylvania, not less than nine, may 
form a company for the purpose of constructing, 
maintaining and operating a railroad for public 
use in the conveyance of persons and property, 
or for the purpose of maintaining and operating 
any incorporated railroad already constructed for 
the like public use, and for that purpose may 
make and sign articles of association, in which 
shall be stated the name of the company, the 
number of years the same is to continue, the 
places from and to which the road is to be con- 
structed or maintained and operated, the length 
of such road, or as near as may be, and the name 
of each county in the State through, or into 
which it is made, or intended to be made, the 
amount of capital stock of the company, which 
shall not be less than ten thousand dollars for 
every mile of road constructed, or proposed to be 
constracted, and the number of shares of which 
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less than six or more than twelve of the Directors 
of the company, who shall manage its affairs for 
the first year and until others are chosen in their 
places ; each subscriber to such articles of asso- 
ciation shall subscribe thereto his name, place of 
residence, and the number of shares of stock he 
agrees to take in said company; on compliance 
with the provisions of the second section of this 
supplement, such articles of association shall be 
acknowledged by at least three of the directors, 
befere some officer competent to take acknowl- 
edgement of deeds in the county where the prin- 
cipal office is designed to be located, and may be 
filed in the office of the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth, who shall indorse thereon the day 
they were filed, and record the same in a book to 
be provided by him for that purpose; and there- 
upon the said articles of association shall become 
and be a charter for the said company, and the 
persons who have so subscribed such articles of 
association, and all persons who shall become 
stockholders in such company shall be a corpora- 
tion by the name specified in such articles of 
association or charter, and shall possess the 
powers and privileges following, to wit: 

First. To have succession by its corporate 
name, or the period limited in its articles of asso- 
ciation, 

Second. To sue and be sued, complain and de- 
fend, in any court of law or equity. 

Third, To make and use a common seal and 
alter the same at pleasure. 

Fourth, To hold, purchase and convey such 
real and personal estate as the purposes of the 
corporation shall require, not exceeding the 
amount limited in the articles of association. 

Fifth. To appoint subordinate officers and 
agents as the business of the corporation shall 
om and to allow them a suitable compensa- 

on. 

Sixth. To make by-laws not inconsistent with 
any existing law for the management of its prop- 
erty and regulation of its affairs and for the trans- 
fer of its stock. 

Sxc. 2, Such articles of association shall not 
be filed and recorded in the office of the Secre- 
tary of the Commonwealth until at least nine 
thousand dollars ef stock for every mile of rail- 
road proposed to be made is subscribed thereto, 
and ten per centum paid thereon in good faith, 
and in cash to the directors named in said arti- 
cles of association, nor until there is indorsed 
thereon or annexed thereto an affidavit made by 
at least three of the directors named in said arti- 
cles that the amount of stock required by this 
section has been in good faith subscribed, and ten 
per centum paid in cash thereon, as aforesaid, and 
that it is imtended in good faith to construct 
or to maintain and operate the road mentioned in 
such articles of association, which affidavit shall 
be recorded with the articles of association, as 
aforesaid. 

Src. 3. A copy of any article of association 
filed and recorded in pursuance of this act, or of 
the record thereof with a copy of the affidavit 
aforesaid indorsed thereon, or annexed thereto, 
and certified to be a copy by the Secretary of 
the Commonwealth, or his deputy, shall be evi- 
dence of the incorporation of such company, and 
of the facts therein stated. 

Src. 4, When such. articles of association and 
affidavit are filed and recorded in the office of the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth, the directors 
named in said articles of association shall, in 
case the whole of the capital stock is not before 
subscribed, keep open books of subscription at 
their general office, and at such other places as 
they may deem expedient, to fill up the capital 
stock of the company, giving such notice as they 
may deem expedient, and shall continue to re- 
ceive subscriptions until the whole capital stock 
is subscribed ; at the time of subscribing every 
subscriber shall pay to the directors ten per 
centum of the amount subscribed by him in 
money, and no subscription shall be received or 
taken without such payment,

been complied with, the persons named as co 
rators ‘in such “articles of association are-fally 
authorized to carry into effect the objeets named 
therein, as fully as any corporation heretofore 
created under any special act of the Legislature, 
and said corporation thus created shall be entitled 
to exercise all the rights, powers and privileges, 
and be subject to all the restrictions and liabilities 
of the act regulating railroad companies, ap- 
proved the 19th day of February, 1349, and the 
several supplements thereto as fully and effectu- 
ally as if said powers were specially incorporated 
in said charter ; and the company shall commence 
their proposed railroad, if not more than fifty 
miles in length, with at least one track, within 
two years from their organization, as aforesaid, 
and prosecute the same work with due diligence, 
and complete and open the same within five 
years, and shall have an additional six months to 
complete their road for each twenty-five miles 
more than the fifty miles aforesaid; Provided, 
that the road shall be opened for use, in all cases, 
when fifty miles in length in track are laid. 

Src. 6. Whenever any railroad company created 
or incorporated under the provisions of this act, 
shall, in the opinion of the directors thereof, re- 
quire an increased amount of capital stock in 
order to complete and equip their road, and carry 
out the full intent and meaning of their charter, 
they shall, if authorized by a majority of the 
stockholders, at a meeting called for that purpose, 
file with the Secretary of the Commonwealth a 
certificate setting forth the amount of such de- 
sired increase, and thereafter such company shall 
be entitled to have such increased capital as is 
fixed by said certificate. Provided, That the 
original amount of stock and increased capital 
shall in no case exceed the sum of sixty thousand 
dollars per mile. 

Sc. 7. That the number of managers of any 
company incorporated in pursuance of this act 
shall be a president and not less than six nor 
more than twelve directors, as shall be fixed by 
the corporators thereof, at their first meeting to 
cheose directors of said company, a majority of 
whom shall be citizens of this Commonwealth. 

Sec. 8. The president and directors of any 
railroad company created under this act shall 
have power to borrow money not exceeding the 
amount of capital stock subscribed, and issue the 
bonds of the company therefor, in such amounts 
as shall not exceed double the amount actually 
paid up of the capital stock subscribed, the pro- 
ceeds whereof shall be actually expended in the 
construction and equipment of their read, these 
bonds to be payable at such time not exceeding 
fifty years after the date thereof, and at such 
place and at such rate of interest not exceeding 
7 per centum as said directors may deem best, 
and may secure the payment of said bonds and 
interest by a mortgage on the said road and fran- 
chises. 

Szc. 9. Any company incorporated under this 
act shall have authority to construct such 
branches from its main line as it may deem neces- 
sary to increase its business and accommodate 
the trade and travel of the public. 

Sec. 10, Companies formed under the provisions 
of this act, or chartered under the laws of this 
Commonwealth, shall have the right to construct 
their roads so as to cross, at grade, the track, or 
tracks, of any other railroad in this Common- 
wealth. Provided, however, That the cost of mak- 
ing and keeping such cressing in repair shall be 
borne by the company whose road crosses the 
track, or tracks, of any other; And provided 
further, That the company whose road crosses the 
track, or tracks, of another shall keep at such 
crossing as many persons as may be requisite, to 
give the necessary signals to prevent accidents. 

Sec. 11, That companies whose roads shall be 
constructed under the provisions of this act shall 
have the right to connect their roads with roads 
of a similar character within this Commonwealth, 
or at the line thereof, upon such terms as may 
be agreed upon by those who have the manage- 
ment of said roads; and in case of failure of an 
agreement on the part of those having the man- 
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tens 













agement of said roads, then and in th : 

either of said parties may apply to ‘the Court of 
Common Pleas within the jurisdiction in which 
said connection is proposed to be made, whose 
duty it shall be to appoint a jury of three men, 
who shall determine and fix said terms, which, 
when approved by said Court, shall be conclusive. 

Szc. 12, This act shall not be so construed as 
to authorize the formation of street passenger 
railway companies to construct passenger rail- 
ways under, or by virtue of its provisions, in any 
city of this Commonwealth, nor to authorize any 
corporation formed under this act to enter upon, 
and occupy any street, lane or alley in any incor- 
porated city in this Commonwealth, without the 
consent of such city being first obtained. 

Szc. 18. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent 
herewith, are hereby repealed, so far as they may 
affect any corporation that may be organized 
under this act; and the Legislature hereby re- 
serves the right to alter, amend or repeal this act 
at any time, in such manner, however, as to do no 
injustice to ‘the corporators.

Money has been decidedly easier in price, this 
week, under much more liberal offerings both 
from bank and on private account, closing with 
call loans at 6@7, and prime discounts at 7@74¢ 
per cent, perannum. The demand for accommo. 
dation has not been very urgent. It has been 
mainly speculative, and for use at the Stock and 
Gold Boards, The mercantile inquiry has in- 
creased, but is yet up to no more than a mode- 
rately fair average for the season, The produce 
houses are asking for more aid, in view of the 
opening of inland navigation, and the consequent 
revival in the produce business. The dry goods 
and grocery firms are also making more numer- 
ous applications, The flow of currency from the 
interior, however, in favor of this centre is more 


decided; and the banks are augmenting their 
cash reserve, Last week, they added $3,083,097 
to their available hoard of legal tender notes, 
which was a very encouraging gain, in this im- 
portant item. The bank deposits, however, fell 
off about a million and a half; and the specie 
average showed a decrease of over 134 millions. 
The loans were reduced 144 millions, A small 
increase was noted in the item of circulation. The 
U. 8. Sub Treasury balance was enlarged a little 
over 2 millions during the week, or from $104,- 
754,879 on the 18th, to $106,848,823 on the 25th 
of April, A further addition to the cash reserve 
of the office on Monday and Tuesday of the cur- 
rent week, The Sub-Treasurer has been selling 
Gold, and buying in Seven-thirties in a moderate 
way. His orders on Wednesday, from Secretary 
McCulloch, were to commence immediately the 
disbursement of coin, on account of the May in- 
terest on the Five-twenties. Mnch of the appa- 
rent increase in the cash balance of the office, 
within the past ten days, is ascribed to the retire- 
ment of Seven-thirties, the recent accumulations 
of which have not yet been sent forward to 
Washington, and credited to local agency. About 
the 1st of May, the balance will doubtless be cut 
down very notably, by the impending interest 
payments, as well as by the marking off the books 
of the office, of the retired Seven-Thirties and 
Compound Interest Notes. 

The specie reserve of the city banks is now $14,- 
934,547, against $7,404,304 same time last year. 
The city bank deposits are now $180,307,489, 
against $187,674,341 week ending April 27, 1867, 
The legal tender reserve amounts to $53,886,757, 
against $67,920,351 same time last year, The cir- 
culation now stands at $34,227,624, against $33,- 
601,285 same time last year. The loans are now 
$253,314,617, against $247,737,381 at this date last 
year. The Bank Exchanges at the Clearing House, 
through the past week, averaged $100,464,000 a 
day, against a daily average of $103,952,322 the . 
preceding week, and $82,062,000 the week ending 
with April 11, 1868, The current week’s exchanges 
average about $101,644,349 a day. The city 
banks, last week, gained $3,033,097 of legal tender, 
while they lost $1,525,034 in the deposit line, 
and $1,842,095 of their specie reserve, They re- 
duced their loans, $2,503,369; and increased their 
their circulation, $9,043. 

The New York Gold Exchange Bank reports 
for the week ending Saturday, the 25th day of 
April, 1868, the average amount of loans and dis- 
counts as $1,507,412; average amount of specie, 
$1,948,157; average amount of deposits, $1,645,- 
883. 

The Philadelphia Bank movement the past 
week shows a decrease in loans of $177,157; 
a decrease of $17,530 in specie; an increase in 
legal tenders of $457,819; an increase of $816,- 
888 in deposits; and a decrease of $167 in cir- 
culation, The Bank Clearings show an increase of 
$417,004, and the balances, a decrease of $659,363. 

National Bank notes to the amount of $120,- 
930 were issued last week, making the total 
issue to 1,673 banks thus far, $307,413,231, against 
$282,555,440 at the close of the fiscal year ending 
June 380, 1866, From the total issue is to be de- 
ducted the currency returned, including worn out 
notes, amounting to $7,645,631, leaving, with the 





existing 1,639 banks, (having an aggregate capital 
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,845,790,) an actual circulation at this date, 
9,767,600. The United States bonds held by 
Treasurer Spinner in trust for National Banks as 
security for circulating notes amount to $841,918,- 
400; and for the public deposits, $38,277,950— 
making a total of $380,191,850, The Treasury 
Department last week redeemed and destroyed 
$539,400 of worn and mutilated fractional curren- 
cy, and issued $944,088 of new. The outstand- 
ing amount of fractional currency on the Ist 
inst, was $32,588,690, against $32,307,947 on the 
1st of March, and $32,246,489 on the Ist of Feb. 
1868. 

The U. 8. Sub-Treasury receipts, week ending 
with April 25, were $10,595,993, including $2,256, 
729 from customs duties ; payments, $8,502,050, 
including $46,000 of coin interest; balance at 
the close of the week, $106,848,823, against 
$104,754,879, at the close of the preceding week, 
showing an increase of $2,093,944. The business 
of the Office during the first two days of the cur- 
rent week, was as follows: Receipts on Monday, 
$3,789,905 including $460,038 from customs; end 
payments, $2,368,896; on Tuesday, receipts, 
$3,381,541 including $382,825 from customs, and 
payments, $3,467,134. The balance at the close 
of business on Tuesday stood at $108,184,237, 
against $104,888,081 a week previous; and $102,- 
569,236 on April 14, 1868. 

Government revenues have been on a moderate 
scale, since our last, from all sources of National 
income. The excises, last week, yielded about 
four millions, against three millions the preceding 
week ; customs at the port of New York, $2,256,- 
729 and at the outports, about $750,000 (in coin) 
more, making the grand total income for the week 
equal to about $7,210,000 in currency, The total 
receipts of the National Treasury, from excises, 
thus far in the new fiscal year, which began on 
the 1st of July, have been about $159,000,000, 
The excises are yielding more satisfactorily as 
the spring advances. 

Government received from customs, through the 
port of San Francisco, from Jan. 1, to April 1, 
1868, $2,128,862, against $1,815,411 same time 
last year. 

Gold has been more confidently dealt in, since 
our last, at a higher range of prices, The specu- 
lative and export demand has been more active, 
while there has also been a fair customs call, 
Government which was out of the market, as a 
seller, early in the week, has been disposing of 
amounts about equal to its daily customs income, 
since the opening of the current week, thereby 
influencing the premium rather adversely for the 
speculative element of the Gold Exchange. The 
range of the price, during the week under review, 
was from 13854@1403{, and the latest quotations 
on Wednesday were 139@1391¢. The shipments 
on Tuesday and Wednesday of the current week, 
reached $412,000. The Henry Chauncey arrived 
here on Tuesday, with a treasure freight of $466,- 
909 from California. 

The total imports of specie at this port from 
Europe, and other foreign ports since Jan, 1, 
1868, have been $2,782,351, against $674,748 
same time last year. The customs demand for 
Gold last week, averaged $376,121 a day; 
thus far, this week, it has been equal to $421,- 
608 a day, or equal to a weekly aggregate of

Havana and other foreign ports, during the week 
were $43,937, and from California, $466,909. 
The total customs revenue of the Government, 
in coin, at this port, thus far, in the current 
fiscal year, commencing with July 1, 1867, 
has been $93,751,202, against $104,178,132 same 
time in the preceding fiscal year, The total 
receipts of California gold at this port, thus 
far, in the current fiscal year, commencing with 
July 1, 1867, have been $28,539,228, against $34,- 
461,567 same time in the preceding fiscal year, 
showing a decrease of $5,922,339 in 1867-’68. 
The exports of specie from this port, last week, 
were $1,867,291, against $710,397 same week last 
year. The exports of specie, hence, since July 1, 
1867, have been $47,945,476, against $25,694,917 
same time in 1866-7. Government disbursed last 
week through the U. 8. Sub-Treasury here, on 
account of the coin interest on the public debt 
$46,000, aud since July 1, 1867, $54,618,162, 
against $36,657,764 same time in 1866-’7. The 
specie exports from San Francisco, from Jan. 1, to 
April, 1868, were $10,540,413, against $9,839,647 
same time last year. 

There has been a more liberal supply of foreign 
exchange available, since our last, and as the de- 
mand has been comparatively moderate, prices 
of sterling have declined a fraction, closing steadi- 
ly, though without activity at our quotations. 
Bankers’ prime sixty day bills on London closed 
on Wednesday at 10934@110, and on Paris to 
5.16)4¢.@5.12¢ ; sight bills on London to 11014 
@110'4, and on Paris to 5.1114¢.@5.10. The 
offering of produce bills have been quite liberal 
again this week. The week’s exports of domestic 
produce and miscellaneous goods from this port 
have been to the currency value of $4,170,473, 
against $3,314,702 same week last year; total, 
since July 1, 1867, $149,632 790, against $162,- 
413,040 same time in 1866-67, 

A further improvement has been noted in the 
public funds, the offerings of which have been 
quite moderate, since our last, while the demand 
has been growing steadily, chiefly from buyers, 
both home and foreign, for investment purposes, 
The exportable bonds have been attracting more 
attention from the foreign houses, The home in- 
quiry has been mainly for the later issues of the 
Five-Twenty six per cent. coin bearing bonds, es- 
pecially the issue of 1867, which of all the 5-20s 
have the longest time to run, before the privilege 
of the Government to redeem them shall have ma- 
tured, and which are therefore regarded by home 
purchasers as all the more desirable for perman- 
ent investment. A new Five-twenty Bond is in 
course of preparation, dated July 1, 1868, intend- 
ed for the conversion of the outstanding balance 
of Seven-thirty Notes, The bond, however, is not 
likely to be offered for exchange before the ma- 
turity of the notes.

Railway and miscellaneous stocks have been in

TRESPASS—INJURY TO ANIMALS BY RAILROADS— 
MUTUAL NEGLIGENCE—EXCEPTION TO GENERAL 
RULE. 


The following able opinion was delivered in the 
case of the Indianapolis and Cincinnati Railroad 
Co. vs, McClure, (26 Ind., 870): 

Grecory, C. J.--McClure sued the railroad 
dompany before a justice for killing stock. 

The Ist paragraph of the complaint charges the 
killing of a heifer by the locomotive and train at 
a point where the track was not securely fenced. 

The 2nd paragraph charges that the defendant, 
by its locomotive and train of cars, on the road, 
atthe &c., &c., ran over and killed the plain. 
tiff’s cow, of the value of $50, that the cow was 
killed in the city of Greensburg, at a place where 
a street crosses the railroad, that by the negli- 
gence and carelessness of the defendant, the cross- 
ing at the street was so bad and out of repair, that 
the cow could not readily get over the same, and 
in consequence thereof was caught by the loco- 
motive, thrown off and killed; that at the time, 
the locomotive and train were carelessly and neg- 
ligently run by the servants of the defendant, at a 
high rate of speed, so as thereby to endanger the 
lives and property of the citizens of the city of 
Greensburg, and in consequence thereof, and be- 
cause of the bad crossing aforesaid, the cow was 
killed, 

The 8d paragraph charges that the defendant, 
by its locomotive and train of cars, on the road 
where it passes through Decatur County, about 2 
miles east of Greensburg, carelessly and negligent- 
ly ran overa “heifer belonging to the plaintiff, 
of the value of $40, and then and there so injured 
and crippled the heifer as that she became and 
was of no value and died.” 

Separate demurrers were filed to each of these 
paragraphs. The demurrers were overruled by 
the court below, and this is assigned for error. 
Trial by jury, verdict for the plaintiff, motion for 
a new trial overruled. The evidence is in the re- 
cord, 

The cow and heifer, at the time they were kill- 
ed, were running at large, The crossing where 
the cow was killed was somewhat out of repair, 
and the train was running at the rate of from ten 
to fifteen miles an hour. The engineer sounded 
the whistle at the distance of 100 yards or more, 
and checked up the train. Brunetia Bankley 
heard the sound of the whistle, and went to the 
door to look after her cow; she saw McClure’s 
cow and 2 others come up the Michigan road to 
the crossing, the other two passed over, and 
McClure’s cow ran up the track, west; the whistle 
was sounding at the old grave-yard; she and her 
son tried to scare the cow off the track, but could 
not succeed. The heifer was killed at the lane 
crossing at Parker’s school house, about 2 miles 
east of Greensburg. There are cattle guards at 
the crossing, but it does not appear that this lane 
is a public highway. The appellant claims that 
it is, in argument, but the appellee denies it, 
McClure resided in Greensburg at the time the 
cow and heifer were killed, 

The Railroad Company were under no obliga- 
tion to fence where the cow was killed. The 
common law imposes on the owner of domestic 
animals the duty of keeping them on his own 
land, or within inclosures, and he becomes a 





wrong doer, if any of them escape or stray off 





upon the lands of another person, and this, as a 
general rule, is the law in this State. The La- 
fayette and Indianapolis Railroad Company vs. 
Shriner 6 Ind, 141. 

The appellant is not liable for killing the cow, 
unless she was killed by the gross negligence or 
willful misconduct of the company’s agents, 

Was running at the rate of from 10 to 15 miles 
an hour through the streets of a city, of itself, 
such gross negligence as will render the detend- 
ant liable ? 

Waite vs. The Eastern Railway Co. 96 Eng. 
Com. Law 719, wasa suit by a child 5 years of 
age, for injuries sustained. The grandmother, 
with this child, procured tickets at a railroad sta- 
tion for the defendant’s road. The platform from 
which the cars were entered, was on the opposite 
side of the track from the ticket office. While the 
grandmother, with the child, was crossing the 
track to go to the platform, a goods train, with a 
tender before the engine, passed the station at its 
usual rate, about 20 miles an hour, struck the 
grandmother and child, killed the grandmother 
and injured the child. In answer to the question 
put to them, the jury “ found that the defendant 
was guilty of negligence, which contributed to the 
accident.” Verdict for the plaintiff. The court 
set aside the verdict, because as was said by Lord 
Campbell, C. J. “ Notwithstanding the neglig- 
ence of the defendant, if she, the grandmother, 
had acted on this occasion with ordinary caution 
and prudence, neither she herself or the infant, 
would have suffered. Under such circumstances, 
had she survived, she could not have maintained 
any action against the company, and we think 
that the infant is so identified with her that the 
action in his name cannot be maintained.” 

In Woolf vs, Beard, 34 Eng. Com. Law 787, suit 
was brought for an injury occuring in High street, 
Aldgate, London, Coleridge, J.,in summing up, 
said ‘“‘ The cabriolet, it is said, was coming at the 


rate of 9 or 10 miles an hour, which was a most ~ 


improper pace at such an hour and in such a 
place. Even a much less pace would be too fast 
at that time of the evening, in such a place as 
High street, Aldgate. If the plaintiff took rea- 
sonable and proper care, and it was on account 
of the extraordinary speed of the cabriolet, that 
she could not save herself, and she thus met with 
the accident, she is entitled to your verdict; but 
if she by her own negligence, and want of care, 
contributed to the accident, she cannot recover in 
this action, even though you should think the 
driver of the cabriolet was driving too fast and 
was therefore guilty of negligence as well as the 
plaintiff.” 

In Hawkins vs. Cooper 34 Eng. Com. Law, 842» 
the plaintiff was crossing Westminister road near 
Marsh Gate, London, when a cart and horse, 
driven by the defendant’s servant, ran against her. 
The horse was going at the rate of about 12 miles 
an hour. Tindal, C. J, told the Jury: You will 
take the case into your consideration and deter- 
mine for yourselves, whether the injury was attri- 
butable to negligence, carelessness, and improper 
modeof driving of the defendant’s servant. If 
you think it was attributable to that and to that 
alone, you will find your verdict for the plaintiff, 
and give such damage as you think proper under 
the circumstances. But if you think it was occa- 
sioned in any degree by the improper conduct of 
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the plaintiff herself, ia crossing in so incautious 
and improper a manner, in such case the defend- 
ant will be entitled to your verdict.” 

The exception to the rule that a plaintiff cannot 
recover, if his own negligence contributed to the 
injury, seems to be correctly stated by Redfield 
as follows: “If the wrong on the part of the de- 
fendant is so wanton and gross as to imply a will- 
ingness to inflict the injury, the plaintiff may re- 
cover, notwithstanding his own ordinary neg- 
lect. And this is always to be attributed to the 
defendant, if he might have avoided injuring the 
plaintiff, notwithstanding his own negligence.” 

In the case in judgment, the train was passing 
about 5 o’clock in the afternoon, through a part 
of the city of Greensburg, not shown to be crowd- 
ed; indeed it does not appear that there was any 
one about but Mrs, Bankley and her son, who 
were trying to drive the cow from the track. The 
train was checked, as soon as the cow showed a 
determination to disregard the alarm whistle. 
Under such circumstances we think that although 
the rate of speed at which the train was running 
constituted carelessness, yet it was not so gross, 
in view of the authorities, as would bring the case 
at bar within the exception to the general rule, 

A lane is not necessarily a public highway, If 
the heifer was on the crossing of a public highway 
when she was killed, there is nothing in the re- 
cord to charge the appellant with her loss; but 
if the railroad track could be fenced at the place 
at which she was killed, then there is a liability. 

The judgment is reversed with costs, and the 
cause remanded with directions to sustain the de- 
murrers to the 2d and 3d paragraphs of the com- 
plaint and for further proceedings,

Besides, when the rails are loose the ties are 
cut by the repeated blows made on them by 
the rails, and arethereby materially damaged; 
on the contrary, where the screw is used, the 
rails are held so firmly in their place, that 
this injury is prevented. The saving to rail- 
way companies in ties alone, itis estimated 
will more than pay the whole cost of the 
screws. Where none but soft wood can be ob- 
tained for ties, the screw manifestly possess- 
es a still greater advantage over the spike. 

Itis also calculated, that in consequence 
of the screws holding the railsto the ties so 
firmly, aless number will be required than 
of ordinary spikes, alsoa very great saving 
will be realized in the wear of the rolling 
stock and rails.

While the first cost of the screwis some- 
what higher than the spike, im the end they 
will be very much cheaper. The screw therefore 
being more economical, and by its use in place 
of the spike, making the roads more secure, be- 
sides “giving to the track an easy and connect- 
ed spring so much desired,” it must entirely 
supersede the common spike.
